But few cases have been tried this 
week. Two or three troublesome 
ones have occupied nearly all of thi 
time. 

The damage suit of J. W. Smith 
vs. the city of Hopkinsville took uj 
two days. Smith sued each member 
of the council for }500 and also sued 
the city for suspending his license 
and closing his saloon in 1893 for as 
alleged violation of the Sunday law 
for which he waB fined. On perempt 
ory instructions from Judge McCar- 
roll, the jury found for the defend- 
ants in all branches of the case. The 
city was represented by City Attorney 
Allensworth, assisted by Messrp. An- 
derson and Wood. Mr. Allensworth 
is highly elated over his victory. 

The suit of J. C. Tribble's admr. 
i. The Mutual Benefit Life Insu- 
rance company, of Newark, N. J., was 
decided in favor of the defendant. 
The company issued a $2,000 policy 
to J. C. Tribble, who committed sui- 
cide last year. The policy contained 
a clause relieving the company from 
liability in case of suicide, "sane or 
insane." This was held to be a valid 
contract. 

The case of Miss Boales vs. Barrett 
E. McKnight for breach of promise to 
marry was compromised before trial 
for .$400. The suit was for $5,000 
damages. The defendant stated in 
his answer that he still loved the 
plaintiff and the probabilities are 
that a union may yet take place. 
Fowler, Bush and Garnett represent- 
ed McKnight and Breathitt and Pe 
tree & Downer the plaintiff.

There is weeping and wailing 
among the applicants for teachers 
certificates. A few days ago 43 white 
applicants were examined for county 
certificates and less than half "got 
through." Only one Becured a first - 
'ass certificate. 

This week the colored applicants 
ran the gauntlet and out of 36 who 
applied only 15 passed. Eight got 
second-class and seven third-class 
certificates. 

The examination this year is the 
hardest ever prepared. Many of the 
teachers, white and colored, who fail- 
ed, have heretofore held certiticates 
and they are greatly upset by the 
turn affairs have taken. It is especial- 
ly hard on some of the older ones, 
who have been teaching for years. 
The questions were prepared by the 
state board of education, and the lo- 
cal examiners are not to blame for the 
misfortunes of the unsuccessful ap- 
plicants.

Other 
counties surrounding Christian were 
also well represented. The growing 
crop is looking well, but is not as 
large as that of last year, owing to 
limited season for setting. We hear 
but little of the loose market while 
the regular market is on such a boom. 
As has been announced sales are 
made three days of each week, Tues- 
days, Wednesdays and Thursdays, 
thus giving each warehouse a show- 
ing to offer as desired. Full account 
of sales will be given in next issue.

direct appointments do not exceed 
7,000, while there are more than 150,000 
appointments made by the members of 
the cabinet of which the president 
knows nothing. He has no time for 
the consideration of such matters. 
Nearly 70,000 appointments of postmas- 
ters are made by the postmaster gener- 
al; and he has also the disposal of 
many places of still less importance 
than postraasterships. In fact, the 
great majority of appointments in the 
postal service are made by the- assist- 
ant postmasters general, with the tacit 
approval of the head of the depart- 
ment. The secretary of the interior 
and the secretary of the navy make 
many thousands of appointments, and 
the files of their appointment clerks 
aye overloaded with applications from 
all parts of the country. 

Nearly all of the positions in the de- 
partment of state are filled by the presi- 
dent; and the late Secretary Blaine wai 
annoyed and exasperated beoau.se 
President Harrison filled the majority 
of the diplomatic and consuls 
without even consulting hi 
matter of fact this was the real cause of 
the bitter feeling which existed beti 
Mr. Blaine and President Harrison in 
1891-2. Other presidents and secre- 
taries of state have quarreled in similar 
manner over the disposition of the 
spoils of office. There is a great deal 
. unwritten history on this subject. 
For some unaccountable reason ap- 
pointments to positions in the diplo- 
' ' service seem to be most desired 
by our highclass olllee-seekers. They 
ro abroad as ministers or con- 
suls to foreign governments. And yet 
",hese positions scarcely pay enough for 
lecent frugal living to their incum-v 
jents. From the commencement of our 
national life thi;. country has pursued 
a policy of starvation toward its diplo- 
matic representatives. John Adains, 
afterwards president of the United 
States, was our minister to the court 
of Saiut James. In 17S7 the congress 
cut down his salary by one-fifth and he 
wrote to the department of state a 
letter saying: "We are to dine to-mor- 
row at a table with £8,000 upon it and 
the next day we return the civility by 
inviting the same company to dine with 
ns upon earthenware. Depend upon 
It, that nation which places its own 
ambassadors at the tail of the whole 

creation cannot expect itself to be soon 
at the head." And yet, the same penuri- 
ous policy is pursued until this day. 
Our representatives at foreign courts 
are not paid enough to enable them to 
present a proper uppeurance as envoys 
of a great republic. 

We can thank Benjamin Franklin, 
our minister to France, for making a 
precedent in this direction. His 
I gigantic tact told him that it would 
(never do to try a contest in dudery 
i with the courtiers of Louis XVI., so he 
I appeared in the presence of that 
monarch in homely attire, which the 
king evidently did not consider to his 
I disadvantage when he said that Frank-

For instance, at the New Orleans 
exposition an admiral was seut in com- 
mand of a small fleet to do honors on 
the water for this country. There 
were vessels present for complimentary

Well, when the French minister and 
the British minister, and the ministers 
of other countries, invite our diplo- 
matic representatives to state dinners, 
those invitations must be accepted; and 
our ministers and ambassadors must 
give similar entertainments in return. 
It is the custom of the civilized world, 
and we must comply with those cus- 
toms or else give up diplomatic rela- 
tions with other nations, which is im- 
possible. 

At these great entertainments the 
ladies belonging to the families of our 
foreign ministers must dress as the 
wives and daughters of other ministers 
dress. No lady can appear on such an 
occasion in any gown costing less than 
$500 without appearing to be a cheap 
person from a cheap nation. On great 
occasions the ladies must be dressed in 
attire entirely new, and which has 
never been worn before. 

When James Buchanan was minister 
to Great Britain he was requested to 
appear at the opening of parliament 
with gold lace and insignia of rank. 
He was told by the master of cere- 
monies that the queen would expect It 
of him. Thereupon Mr. Buchanan ab- 
sented himself from the opening of

THE CUBAN PATRIOTS 

A Stirring Kne»geui«ot In Which th* 
Culm in Avenge the OntragM Commit- 
teed Upon Sl>n-Co»b»Mlnti, 

Jacksonville, Fla., June 18. — A 
special to the Florida Citizen from 
Gainesville says: F. R. Anderoff, of 
this city, an old friend of Maj. Winn, 
of the Sixth Cuban Volunteers,, has 
received another letter direct from 
the seat of the Cuban rebellion. The 
letter is as follows. 

'Areruipa, Province of Camaocei, 
Cuba, via Tampa, June 14.— Our troops 
to-day surprised a battalion of Span- 
ish soldiers and almost annihilated 
them. It seems that their Major, hear- 
ing that a wounded Cuban officer was 
being nursed at this place, decided 
to capture him. The Spanish Major, 
taking his command, reached the vil- 
lage this morning just before day- 
break. After searching all the houses 
and not finding the wounded Cuban 
officer, he called some citizens before 
him and demanded on pain of tor- 
ture that they disclose his hiding 
place. All denied any knowledge of 
the Cuban officer, The Spanish offi- 
cer thereupon put all the citizens to 
torture. Meanwhile the Cuban had 
escaped and made all possible speed 
to us, reporting to Col. Roderiguez, 
who was in commaud. We were im- 
mediately ordered forward on double 
quick time. When we reached the 
village the scene beggared descrip- 
tion. The Spaniards had fired the 
houses, and were torturing and kill- 
ing on every side. Women did not 
escape. Our men were wild with rage. 
After firing one volley, they became 
so ferocious that they charged, and 
were soon engaged in a hand to hand 
encounter. No quarrel was given, and 
those of the Spaniards who were un- 
hurt and had the strength, fled in dis- 
may. Dead and dying were lying in 
heaps about the place. This was the 
most desperate battle I have ever 
been engaged in. Our loss is 163 out 
of a force of 500, while the Span 
ish loss is 472 by actual count, includ 
ing officers. We captured their com 
plete outfit and arms. This battle 
will delay us in reaching Gomez, but 
we hope to join him to-morrow. 

Judge Watkln*' Announeem.c 

Judge Thos. J. Watkins, of Lyon 
county, is formally announced to-day 
as a candidate for Circuit Judge, sub 
ject to the action of the Democratic 
Convention July 10. Judge Watkins' 
high standing as a lawyer and a gen- 
tleman are conceded wherever he is 
known. He is one of the best and ab- 
lest lawyers in the district and would 
make an admirable judge. The Ed- 
dy ville Tale says of him: 
' We believe that Lyon county pre- 
sents a candidate in the person of 
Judge T. J. Watkins, the man not 
only well equipped for that impor- 
tant position, but one who would lead 
the party to victory in November with

Mr. Nance, hearing 
their cries, came to their rescue, but 
not until his wife had been v.ery seri- 
ously burned. Much of the skin and 
flesh was burned from her body. Her 
shoulders were almost burned to a 
crisp, and her hair and eye-brows 
were badly singed. Her daughter 
was quite severely injured by the ac- 
cident, as was also the negro woman.

There is not a bushel of bran for 
sale in Hopkinsville at any price. For 
some weeks the mills have been shut 
down for repairs, and the little stocks 
they had on hand were soon exhaust 
ed. The price in May was 16§ cents 
per bushel, but all that has been sold 
lately brough 20 cents. None is to be 
had except a few sacks brought in 
occasionally by the country mills. 
None of the produce dealers have 
thought it worth while to order from 
supply centers in carload lots. After 
this week the millers expect to resume 
business and to be able to fill orders.

> Sixty-One T>*n or Are When il« 
alUted »nd Now Carries Three Con- 
federate Bullet. In Hit Hndy— 



It is doubtless a matter of conjecture 
\ to who is the oldest living veteran 
of the late war, writes a St, Louis Tost- 
Dispatch correspondent from Paris, 111., 
but it is the opinion of many who have 
made the matter a subject of study that 
the claims of Thomas Smith, of this 
city, are at least entitled to respectful 
consideration. 

If not the oldest veteran "Uncle 
Tommy" feels that, in point of expe- 
rience, at least, his record will discour- 
age the aspirations of ambitious rivals. 
He carries in his body three confeder- 
ate bullets; one just under the skin of 
the right knee cap, another, which en- 
tered just over the right collar bone, 
lodging somewhere in the fleshy part of 
the back, and a third in the right hip. 
Aside from these little reminders of 
southern hospitality, he has two badly 
deformed arms, one broken with a 
blow by a mueket and the other the re- 
sult of being ridden over in a cavalry 
charge at Nashville. On this latter oc- 
casion his breast bone and several ribs 
were crushed', but he set aside the sen- 
tence of death pronounced by the at- 
tending physician and lived to render 
two more years of active service for the 
old flag. 

Notwithstanding his many infirmities 
and the weight of nearly ninety-five 
years, most of which were passed in 
arduous toil, Uncle Tommy keeps with- 
in his withered, parchment-like skin a 
young heart and relishes a joke as 
keenly as the average man of twentv- 
flve. 

WHen approached by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent and asked to tell 
something concerning his life, he 
manifested the deepest interest, and 
though he experienced considerable 
difficulty in remembering names and 
dates, he was finally able to recall 
nearly all of the essential particulars. 

He was born September 18, 1800, at 
Powell's Valley, Campbell count}-, 
Tenn., and resided -in that locality up 
to the beginning of the war. Under 
the administration of* Gov. Cannon, 
though a mere boy, he enlisted in a 
state military organization and assisted 
in the pemoval of a large body of 
Indians from the Georgia and Tennes- 
see purchase, which they had refused

For three years he followed the for- 
tunes of this command, participating 
in many engagements and receiving 
most of his injuries mentioned. His 
left wrist was broken at Crab Orchard, 
Ky.;his right arm broken, breastbone 
and ribs crushed at Nashville, Tenn.; 
the wound in his knee was received at 
Franklin, Va.; that in the shoulder at 
Decatur, Ala. ; that in the hip at Louden, 
below Knoxville, Tenn., where he also 
received a slight bullet wound in the 
left leg. At the expiration of his three 
years' service he removed his family 
from the border, laid waste by the con- 
tending armies, to Shelby county, Ind., 
and then, going to Indianapolis, he 
enlisted in the One Hundred and 
Twenty-first regiment, Ninth Indiana 
cavalry, with which he served until 
the close of the war. 

Shortly after the downfall of the 
confederacy he came with his family 
to this (Edgar) county, and has been a 
resident of Paris for the last twenty- 
five years.

Then entered twen- 
ty knights of the Teutonic order, head- 
ed by their master. Archduke Eugene, 
dressed in white with a lontr black 
cross on the breast of their doublets 
and another on the back of their long 
white cloaks.

In the white uniform of ^n Austrian 
general and wearing the order of the 
Qolden Fleece. He advanced to the 
table and addressed a few words to the 
old men. At a signal from the master 
of ceremonies twelve guardsmen 
stepped forward, each bearing on a 
tray the first course of a sumptuous re- 
past; the emperor uow took off his 
helmet, gave It to an officer, and, pass- 
ing down the line, arranged the dishes 
before each guest. Twelve archdukes 
then approached and removed the 
Barmecide banquet from the guests* 
eyes, handing tbe dishes to the guards. 

The table was then taken away, and 
the "washing of feet" began. A priest 
approached witb a towel and a golden 
basin full of water-, their slippers were 
taken from the old men's feet, and the 
emperor, on his knees, beginning with 
the oldest, moistened his feet with wa- 
ter and dried them with the toweL 
Without rising, still on his knees, he 
passed on to the next one, and so on to 
the end of the row. When he had fin- 
ished he rose and placed around each 
man's neck a chain, attached to which 
was u. small white bag containing thir- 
ty pieces of silver. That ended the 
ceremony; the emperor and his suite 
withdrew, and the old men were taken 
home by their friends.

DEATH IN PASSING SHOT. 



An Old Soldier Tells of Soma 
War-Time Experiences. 



John H. Carlisle, of Little Rock, Ark., 
was in the thick of some of the most 
noted skirmishes of the civil war, and 
narrowly escaped death more than 
once. His father served under com- 
mane', of Beauregard, and one of his 
brothers was in the Eiphth Virginia 
regiment that went up the hill irj tien. 
Pickett's division at Gettysburg, July 3, 
1863, and was one of the thirty men 
that were alone left out of the 350 that 
climbed the hill on that memorable 
day. 

Says Mr. Carlisle in the St. Louis Re- 
public: "I was anxious to know if either 
my father or brother in all their war- 
time experiences had personally known 
of a death being caused by the passage 
of a shot or shell without their even so 
much as coming literally in contact 
with any part of the body. Hut neitb 
of them had ever been near enouf 
when such a thing occurred to speak i 
eye witnesses, though both had fr 
qnently heard of it. But having been 
knocked over once by the force c 
shell, 1 think I know as much aboui the 
effect of a passing &hell as anyone w 
has lived to tell such things, and as 
as my personal opinion goes I do l 
think that death ever resulted from I 
mere force of a passing shot or shi 
without their striking the body. Thi 
deaths reported to have resulted from 
such occurrences I think were due 

"Duriu<r the Maryland campaign a 
young soldier by the name of Selman, 
in my command, was, as we all thought, 
killed by a flying shot, but in a few 
ients he rose to his feet and took 
his place in the skirmish line, appar- 
ently all right, except for a pain in his 
breast, across which there was a dark 
bruise. Of course, we all thought tlds 
was from the shot, which must have 
struck him, but were all much 
prised to learn that the slight wound 
had been inflicted, not by a shot, but 
by a piece of fence rail. 

"Now, the facts were these: The 
shot struck the fence before it passed 
on to the man, and the splinter came 





May, 1803, and was in command of the 
reserve cavalry brigade in the Pennsyl- 
vania campaign of the same year, be- 
ing commissioned brigadier general of 
volunteers In June. For gallant and 
meritorious services during the battle 
of Gettysburg he was brevetted major.

duty until 1882, when he was placed in 
charge of the United State*) military 
academy at West Point. In June, 1887, 
hp was ordered to Fort Leavenworth, 
He became lieutenant ooionej of the 
Ninth cavalry in 1800, colonel of the 
Fifth cwvahry ia lfW« and brfcodk* 
general in 1881. His reooad fp the. 
frontier service in quite as good as bis 
civil war record. Geo. Ma 



than the shot, so, while the eye< 
of the men were turned in the direc- 
tion in which the shot had gone, th« 
rail did its work without being seen, 
and had the soldier been killed wc 
would naturally have thought that the 
simple force of the shot did it. as there

'•During the battle of Brandy Sta- 
tion, Va., June 9, 1803, a shell passed 
very close to me, flying not more than 
twenty-four inches from my right side. 

"The horse next to mine was killed, 
and its rider, a young man about my 
own age, and myself fell forward on 
our horses' necks. 1 thought, of 
course, that my companion was hurt, 
and the moment I recovered I leaned 
over and caught him by the shoulder. 
He was not injured in the least, any 
further than being stunned by the 
shock, and did n6t know that his' horse 
was dead under him. 

"The shell had passed down through 
the horse's rump. The line had just 
been straightened from a curve; that 
caused the center horse to be packed In 
so tight that it could not fall i>.t once, 
though perfectly dead. 

"The only sensation I experienced 
was a dreadful pressure, and, though 
my right leg was pressed hard against 
the horse, I received no more serious 

"Again, on the morning of April 9, 
1805, at Appomattox, a shell passed 
through the ranks of my company, 
about shoulder high. Fifty yards to 
our rear was the Twelfth Virginia cav- 
alry of Rosser's brigade. The men were 
standing to horse, ready to mount. 
This shell struck an outside horse in 
the flank and went straight through 
him, cutting him literally in two. An 
hour afterward, I was toid the soldier 
that stood beside him was dead. I do 
not think, though, that the shell killed 
the man, for I saw the horse struck and 
saw the soldier falL But 1 do not think 
the shock was severe enough to have 
killed him, for he made too much noise 
in fulling for a man seriously hurt. I
